port, ‘‘these packers h ave preyed on 
the people unconscionably. They are 
soon to com e ijmjer fu rth er 
govern­ 
mental regulation approved by execu­ 
tive order.” 
The report, intended as an exhibit 
whereon the Senate could base new 
legislation, 
showed
